New York, July 22.—Dr. Tanner complained 
of vertigo and sickness at the stomach this morn- 
ing, but at noon was feeling better. He received 
a letter from Dr. W. B. Lee, of Marion, Illinois, 
who says he himself has fasted 24 days, and an- 
other from a Philadelphia woman who, pleading 
leap-year privileges, offers him marriage. When 
last taken his pulse was 72—rather weak and 
more compressible than yesterday. Temperature 
98 3-5 and respiration 16. At noon he entered on 
the 25th day of his fast. 


New YorkK, July 22—Dr. Tanner’s fast remains 
unbroken. Despite the drizzling rain and muggy 
weather he averred that the air was fresher than 
it had-been from the start. He did not take his 
usual evening ride, but remained in the hall con- 
versing with his attendants and taking short 
naps. He retired at 10 o’clock. An examina- 
tion by physicians’ showed the following result:

Dr. Tanner is in good spirite most of the 
time, and the only time he evinces any ill 
humor is when heis disturbed in a profouna 
sleep by some thoughtless person. He has 
only lost 2244 pounds since he began 
his fast, and this is not looked -upon by the- 
doctors asany too much. An old pair of 
boots and a small cot, with a wide railin 
surrounding them, on the floor of the hall, 
would seem to indicate that the doctor in- 
sended doing his rest while the crowd from 
outside the railing could gaze on his wasting 
form. The fasting man, however, does not 
fill the bill in that respect, for he seldom or 
ever occupies the cot on the hall floor. He 
prefers being up in the lery at a large 
window, through which a bal my and invigo- 
rating breeze blows on him while at rest. 
The most careful record of all his move- 
ments is kept by the watchers, and the re- 
cord book contains some startling and sen- 
sational items. 

The solemn stillness of yesterday morn- 
ing at 2:20 o’clock was broken in upon by 
two vigorous sneezes, and the doctor’s legs 
went up inthe air. The watchers started 
np from their dreamy reveries and ran to 
the patient. His mouth was wide open, 
wide enough to let them see what he had 
for supper—provided he did have any sup 
per—and they gazed in wonder at the vast 
aperture. It shut suddenly and the doctor 
was himself again. He was simply yawn- 
ing. “Let it recorded,’’ said the watch- 
ers, and down it went on the book as fol- 
lows: 

* 2:20—Sneezed twice and gaped. 

It was darkly hinted by a silent spectator 
that he had seen something go into the doc- 
tor’s mouth when it resembied the end of a 
water main. 

“What was it? what was it?’ eagerly 
asked a few disbelievers in the fasting man ; 
“did you see him eat anything?” 

The silent spectator looked around on bis 
questioners sadly, and then answered: ‘‘It 
was a fiy; the same fly that tickled the top 
of his nose on Sunday. I could' almost 
swear he fell into the chasm when it was 
opened and I failed to see him come out.”’ 
The informant was given the option of 
reading through two of George Francis 
Train’s epigrams on Tanner or leaving the 
hall instantly.

Is it not a mistake with many chicken 
raisers in supposing poultry requires no 
care or attention in thesummer? In town

able care and looking after. In summer, 
vermin abounds; chicken houses become 
coated over with yt A Sar Ventilation is 
demanded ; clear, fresh water must be sup 

lied and wholesome. fresh food furnished. 
Eiecnah the heated months give care to the 
chickens. They should have fresh water 
daily; a change of food and not be overfed. 
They should baye fresh grass; the heu- 
heuse should .be ventilated; the droppings 
be kept cleaned up, and the roosting-poles 
be occasionally coated with a mixture 
of lard and sulphur. 7 

A good way tofatten fowls is to give them 
corn meal mixed with sweet milk. It is 
well to mix pulverized charcoal with the 
dough that is fed once a day. An occa- 
sional feed of oat meal makes an excellent 
change of diet. Soaked corn may be fed to 
advantage late in the afternoon. No food 
should be given fow!s twelve hours before 
they are killed. 

To make the best of fowlmanure it 
be com posted with ashes and 
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four bushels of muck. First a layer of 
muck, then manure, and upon the manure 
spread the ashes, When the compost heap 
is finished it should be covered with sev- 
eral inches of muck to prevent the escape 
of ammonia.

ON FEEDING FISH. 


‘bere is no more fatal niistake than to 
assume that fish confined in a small pond do 
not need feeding. In the streams and nat- 
ural ponds they bave a large area over 
which to feed, but in small artificial ponds 
a large number of fish cannot reasonably be 
expected to thrive without artificial food, 
It would be as reasonable to suppose that 
fifty hogs confined in an aere lot would pee 
and thrive as that half a million fish will be 

rofitable in a pond covering half an acre. 
n my opinion the general failure of fish 
culture in small ponds has been due to the 
neglect to feed them. In some instances 
in which they have been regularly 
f they have proved very 
profitable, I visited a qnarter-acre pond a 
few days since filled with fine bream and 
reh, some of which weigh several! pounds. 
I'he success in this instance was credited to 
regular and abundant feeding. 

One of the principal advantages of the 
German carp, recently distributed by the 
commissioner of agricalture for private 
ponds, is that they can be more*cheaply fed 
than other varieties, lettuce, cabbage and 
other soft-vegetables being pgs «| eaten by 
them. They areomniverous. My apol 
for. writing is that artificial fish-culture 
affords too important a source of food 
supply to be stimulated by such statements 
only to result in disappointment and fail- 
ure. Those who would succeed in rearing 
fish in small ponds must determine at the 
outset to supply food artificially if propor- 
tion to the number of fish to the given area.

KEEPING COWS CLEAN, 


There has been complaint of some of the 
milk being soldin Atlanta, its want of purity 
and sickness has resnited from using it. The 
ron tae of this milk is attributed to the 

water furnished the cows, rather they 
are not watered, but depend on getting a sup- 
ply trom impure streams, or wherever they 
can find it, No doubt that itis true of some 
cows in and around our city, that their bad 
milk is caused from- drinking filthy water. 
In riding and walking about the city and 
the suburbs and noticing the 
cows we see many of them covered 
with the filth of the barnyard ; 
otherg seem covered with fine dirt and the 
skin full of dandruff; others we see that 
have a good supply of lice and other insects. 
Now nice; clean, pure milk cannot be 
drawn from any such cow.

not fine enough to catch ail the dirt. Cows 
+sbhould be kept clean. A sensible plan is to 
have good stalls for them, good beds, and it 
is desirable to rub them down with a good 
stiff brush. Mud and manure should never 
be allowed to cake on them. 
SHEEP IN THE ORCHAED 
The practice of keeping aoe apple or- 
chards from the time the fruit begins to fall 
till the approach of cold weather is gaining 
favor with many. By keeping sheep in the 
orchard the grass will be kept short, and 
nearly all the weeds and suckers destroyed. 
Then too the fertility of the soil is insured 
and the trees kept fn a thrifty state. When 
kept in an orchard, sheep should be sup- 
plied with salt and water. Sheep will 
destroy the codling moth. Sheep eat all 
the apples that fail, and they generally con- 
tain worms, which are the cause of t heir be- 
coming detached from the trees. Sheep eat 
these apples and thereby prevent a new 
brood of moths from returning to the treer, 


IMPEDIMENTS TO WORK, 


In riding about among the farms of Ful- 
ton county one can readily see many things 
which have a tendency to retard and inter- 
fere with work on the farm—things appa- 
rently of small amount, yet which count 
upin theend. How many farms in the 
county are provided with geod serviceable 
gates or bars? In going into different 
fields of the farm how many fences 
are to be let down an then 
put up? It requires time to pull down 
aod put upa fence, and then there 1s the 
wear of the rails. How often in the farm 
road there is a bad miry creek or mudhole 
to cross, by which teams and wagons are 
covered with mud? A few plank, nails, 
etc., would make a safe, clean crossing. 
How many wagons, plows and tools are 
patehed up for the time being, when they 
might be put in good condition? In short, 
if the farmer would look after many little 
things about his place, and promptly apply 
remedies, his labor would be enhanced and 
his work materially lightened.

This opinion, brief, but pregnant with re- 
sults, was >u; ported by neither argument 
nor authori:y. It was given at the instance 
of the comptroller general for the purpose 
of authorizing that officer to transfer the 
wild land fi. fas. This opinion had been 
given by theattorney general to Go!dsmitha 
few weeks before it was reduced to 
writing. See s@me report, page 191. Gold- 
smith refused to transfer any of these fi. fas., 
see page 113, without legal advice. In the 
minority report, page 3 of that report, we 
find this statement: “Wecan not see how 
blame can attach to the comptroller genera! 
for making the transfers.” The evidence 
discloses the fact that as a matter of policy 
he was opposed to the transfers and would 
not meke them until he had been furnished 
with the opinion of the atturney general 
that the act of 1872 authorized it. The at- 
torney general is the officer designated by 
the constitution as the legal adviser of the 
executive department, The comptroller 
general’s office is an _ executive of- 
tice. He is charged with the duty of 
executing or enforcing the tax laws of the 
state. When he is in doubt as to the proper 
construction to be put upon every law it is 
his duty to seek the opinion of his legal! ad- 
viser and when he has obtained it he could 
not be justified in disregarding it. He is 
bound to receive it as the true construction 
of the law, no matter whether it be right or 
wrong.” So then Goldsmith would not 
transfer these fi. fas. without Attorney- 
General Ely’s advice, and he advised him 
that section 891 of the code, which is the 
act of 1872, authorized it to be done. 

Now would Colonel Hammond or any 
other little lawyer have given such an opin- 
ion? Would he have said, ‘‘No1eason: ceurs” 
why the act of 1872, whick authorizes the 
transfer of tax executions against individ- 
uals when any one should be willing to take 
them up and hold them for the benefit of 
poor people who were unable to pay their 
taxes promptly, should no. apply to the act 
of 1874, passed two years thereafter, and 
upon a different subject matter—wild lots 
with unknown owners; the one a proceed- 
ing in personam, and the other in rem.— 
the one a fi, fa. against a living person and 
the other against a Jot of land? For the act 
of 1874 requires the comptroller general to 
‘issue executions a;ainst all animyr ved 
or wild lands not returned for s‘ate and 
county tax,” while the act of .1872, code 
891, refers to executioner against individu :ls. 
Prior to the act of 1872atax fi. fa. was 
not transferrable. Poor men not abie to pay 
theirtaxes could not furnish security, and 
therefore could not borrow money to pay 
tueir iaxes and save their property from 
sale. This act was assed to enable the de- 
feodant to get the money by the transfer of 
the state’s lien to the lender. Would this 
little lawyer, the predecessor of Colonel 
E'y, have advised Wash Goldsmith—to his 
ruin and to the great expense and dishonor 
of the state, and by which the do r was 
ope.ed toswarms of land speculators—that 
this law authorized bim to ‘do this thing, 
and that “no reason occurs” against it?
